CHAPTER 13. 
AN ACT to create subsection (8) of section 29.19 of the statutes, 

relating to hook and line fishing in Lake Winnebago and adja-
cent waters. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. A new subsection is added to section 29.19 of the 

statutes to read : (29.19) (8) There shall be no closed season 
for hook and line fishing, except for large and small mouthed 
bass, sturgeon and trout in any of the following described waters : 
In the waters of Lake Winnebago in Fond du Lac, Calumet and 
Winnebago counties, in Buffalo Lake, Marquette county, in 
Puckaway Lake in Marquette and Green Lake counties, in Lake 
Poygan in Winnebago and Waushara counties, in Lakes Winne-
conne, Big and Little Buttes des Morts in Winnebago county, in 
the Fox River in Marquette, Columbia, Green Lake, Waushara 
and Winnebago counties, and in the Wolf River in Winnebago 
county and in Waupaca county as far as the city limits of New 
London. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
